nnd tho ingenious methods oC, np- 
jiroach nrlonied by him, and the 
plarlling conclusions lie came lo, 
■were clearly described hy Prof. Glll- 
Bon Isat nlghl before the Royal Ab- 
tronomlcal Society of Canada, Alonl- 
real Dhiston, in the" MacDonald Thy- 
sica Building. 

That this is xn universe in curved 
finite space Trithout bounds is the 
gaittmat e . con cl u s Ion to which Einstein 
oSSS!*^ He based his efforts on the 
experiments of MIchaclson and Mor- 
. Joy, and o£ Galileo, and set out to 
u prove further truths through the 
simple evidence of experiment only. 
Supersedes Ntwten 
In the nlnleenth ccnturj- the New- 
tonian theory of absolute time and 
Kpaco was up set by the discoveries 
o? Mlchaelson and Moley, who showed 
hy experiment that the velocity of 
light was the same for all observers 
provided they maintained a uniform 
speed. Working from this Einstein 
evolved the theory that mass ap- 
proaches infinity as its veloaity ap- 
proaches that of lisrht. He also show- 
eil that space and time are not ' ab- 
solute, and that the velocity of light 
Is the greatest in the universe. 

His second theory was based on 
Galileo's experiment with falling 
bodies which had proved that all mas- 
ses In a gravitaConal field fall 'wjth 
the same acceIcra,tion. Einstein Pro- 
ceeded to prove that gravitational 
'<<£fields can be created or destroyed by 
^ moving with an acceleration of thirty- 
two feet per second. Ke'wton. had de- 
clared that it was Impossible to tell 
'by mechanical expcrimcJil whether 
or»e was moving at a uniform speed, 
or remaining at rest. Eddington now 
proved through the observation of a 
star during and after an eclipse of the 
sun, that the light actually was di- 
verted hy the sun, proving the pre- 
sence of a pravitallonal field. - Bin- 
stein had proven .mathematically, the 
czact shift shown In the position of 
the ttar. 

Gravitation then creates curved 
space, and breaks down all Euclidian 
laws of geometry, which stipulate a 
flat surface. We are living In a box.

VARIES WIDELY 

Even Desert Produces Multi- 
tude Of Colorful And 
Useful Plants 



"North America, ranging from tho 
frozen Arctic to tropical Central 
.Smei'lm, possesses ns v.irlcil a flora 
as any of tho five continents." stated 
Dr. Francis Lloyd, Professor of llo- 
tany, in opening his Iccluro on Die 
"Vegetation of North America," at 
Mechanic's Institute last evening. 

Tho leeturo was Illustrated with 
dozens of slides of trees, flowers and 
lichens. Tlie maples, c.lms and .iprini; 
and summer flowers of tho eastern 
areas of the continent were first 
shown .and described. Gradually tho 
sccne^ shifted north and westward to 
Include the enow, flowers of tho 
Arctic and tho stunted vegetation of 
tho prairies. Then tlie flora of tho 
west coast and central deserts were 
considered. 

Much Rain Causes Giant Tress 

"The .t.Tll British Columbia pines, 
the towering redwood trees and giant 
sequoias of California, all owe their 
astounding growth to a great abund- 
ance of moisture,'' oxplnined Profes- 
sor Lloyd. "Clouds of vapor drift In 
frm the P.iclfic Ocean, borno on the 
Chinook winds, and as they approach 
tho western moiuitain chains are 
directed up the valleys and' canyons, 
much as a stream is forced to run 
down them. Tho mountains being 
comparatively cool, the moisture con- 
denses rapidly and falls in gentle 
showers. Conscquen'.Iy these valleys 
which also receive an unusuol .share 
of sunshine, produco trees and other 
vegetation on a gigantic scale.'' 

- "Flowers 'Beautify Arfd' Rcjjïàns ' 

Proc(^ing further into tho south- 
western United Slates and Mexico, 
Professor I.loyd described the 
numerous species of cacti and 
century plant that flourish hardily In 
the dry climate. Professor Lloyd 
demonstrated, moreover, fliat in spile 
of their ordinarily wnprcpo.sscsslns 
appearance those plants nt certain 
seasons produco flowers of brilliant 
hues. Ono species blooms dally be- 
tween three o'clock and a quarter 
past; another whcic spcclo flower.-? 
all together on only a single night of 
the year. >rany are much moro useful 
than llipy appear to be. yielding to 
modern civilisation coarse flbrci for 
rope and twine, and smtill amounts of 
an exccll<înt type of rubber, as for 
centuries they fcurnlshed the .ab- 
original Indians with food, drlnlt and 
drugs.

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CURSING AND SWEARING 

IT is a sad fact that men are bein^ driven 
to the adoption of' more vigorous 
oaths. We say 'driven' advisedly and look 
-upon what would otherwise be a repre- 
hensible movement with less malignant 
eyes because we feel that the increased 
pith and" marrow in masculine cursing is 
really a measure of protection and not a 
sign of moral decadence. 

Women have entered every field. They 
ride race-horses, they run elevators, they 
serve beer in several doAvntown establish- 
ments and, until recently, with all this ar- 
rogantly assumption of equalitj-, they had 
. left the curse and swear field alone. 

But now, ala.«i, we hear words, which 
used to be the exclusive property of the 
males, on everj' female's lips. At first we 
were shocked. Then we accepted it as the 
usual thing and started to look around for 
the repercussions which we thought must 
necessarily follow in the wake of swearing 
women. And curiously enough we found 
the effects from our cause, not in the wo- 
-men but in the men. 

At first we out it down to the fact 
that the hardened and abandoned gentle- 
men of our acquaintance had picked up 
some new words from an itinerant sailor. 
But when beardless youth began to bandy 
about stronger words than the customary 
"damn" and "hell" we were regretfully 
forced to the conclusion that our long 
sought repercussion from swearing women 
was at last found. 

It seems now that men have aban- 
doned the milk-and-water curse Avords for 
the exclusive use of women and have 
sought refuge in stronger and less moral 
oaths. 



RUN TO SCHEDULE 

IN a recent address before the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, on the way in which the average 
college freshman spends his time, it is 
worthy of note that the more scholarly of 
his clan take a good deal more trouble in 
keeping record of the use of their time 
than the poorer students.

He thus tends to be more systematic about 
the matter, and has less temptation to de- 
part from his rigorously planned course of 
study. 

As we have ^aid, the way of the per- 
son who endeavors to follow such a sched- 
ule is no easy one. There almost seems to 
be a peculiar devil who takes great delight 
ill so arranging «;vents that when one is 
supposed to be preparing for an English 
conference, an irresistible temptation to 
join in a bridge gamé makes itself felt. 
This particular devil, if he exists, is an 
adept at scoring points for himself. 

Nevertheless, certain advantages may 
accrue. For one thing, it does mean that 
one is kept in c^loser contact with tiie work. 
Despite the fact that one is a week behind 
J<^e^ proper weighting is likely to be given 
itp'Ayarious comiwnents of the schedule, 
and there is a pleasant feeling that one's 
whereaboutfi are known, even if the show- 
ing is not altogether .sutiBlactory.

The Report of the Committee 
Upon Amalgamation 



Last December -tlic Sludenls' Council of the Student*' Society appointed n com- 
mittee of nix men to enquire on the subject jecl of the amalgamation of (he Students' 
Society nnd the McGill Women Sludcntn' Society, which was brought up at iho request 
of the M.W.S.S., following n resolution that had been paased at their meeting. The 
Council have not made the report the official finding of the Students' Society but 
have put on record that it is the opinion of the men who formed the Comntittee. 



THE REPORT 

Tl)o Conunllteç appolntcil liy tlio .Studonta* 
Coinicit Iina h«<t tour niccllnRs. at one oC which 
they met JolnUy with tho Oonunltlee ot the M.W. 
S.S. The Commlttco has nlso taltcn every oppoi- 
lunlly of tioundlngr student opln'on with a view to 
assisting them in coming: to their decision. 

acner«.lly speskinr, the Cfrtnmlttei} feel thai no 
AdvantaKO can be Kalncd by changing tho status 
quo of these two Societies. There arc, however, a 
number of thlnirs that can be ilono within our 
respective ori^nnizntion!! .is they prcsonlly exist 
which can mitiir.itci for tlip future any dtffloultlcs 
which h.avo arisen in tho past. 

Tho Committees' principal reasons for dis- 
couraging any constitutions! changes nre ss fol- 
lows: In tho first place, tho Societies controlled by 
tho M.W.S.S., arc of Intercal only to the women 
students nnd there Is no purpose In clianehiff the 
control under which they now operate. 

The Trlnclpal contention, however, Is over 
those orgranlratlons under . the men's Students' 
Cmincll which Involve both men nnd women stu- 
dents. These Soclelicj, the Coniniitteo feels, re.tlly 
control their own destiny in a fairly complete 
way, with only minor reservations dictated by 
necessity. In these orKanlzatlons the women stu- 
Sents share tho control In the most direct, and 
practical manner and tho Committee falls to see 
^low any improvement would be mudc from' the 
women students' standpoint by an amalgamation. 
Tho fact that some of ihcso organizations are 
niore lucrative than others does not bother the 
Committee, cince tho profits ot one are off-set by 
the losses of another and the Students' Society is 
not a money making organisation. 

DISADVANTAGES 

If the personnel of the Council were to ho 
changed, the women students should have, at best, 
a very smsll minority representation, which might 
prove to be an llluslonary advantage. At the same 
lime, they would be bound to lose some control 
over their own Societies In f.^vou^ of others who 
arc much less competent to exercise that control. 
They would also be forced to pay into the Stu- 
dents' Society additional money for which they 
would not receive adequate returns. 

The Committee feels that it ia highly de- 
Elrable that the Students' Council should remain 
In its prêtent size and that any Increase In the 
members ot that Council would be disadvan- 
tageous. They also feel that any further centralli:- 
atlon is neither to the advantage ot the Societies 
In question or to the University as a whole. The 
whol« work of the Students, as carried out at 
present, is fairly well spread, tnd while there are 
occasions on which concerted action Is necessary 
the Committee feels that these occasions can be' 
very well net by proper co-operation between the 
two Socletle», , 

AnomoIIes are bouni to arise In almost any 
constitution, but these, the Commute feel, should 
not bother us overmuch, unless they create prac- 
tical difficulties. Moreover, any notion ot complet» 
unity between the two Societies is precluded 
when we consider alone tho large ^ sphere ot 
athletics in which the women could not possibly 
wish to share. 

SUCQKSTI0N8 

In case an amalgamation should ever become 
necessary, the Committee wishes to record its 
opinion of how this amalgamaUon should be con- 
summated. The Committee feels that if the union 
of the the two Societies is decided upon at any 
future date. It should be done on the followlnif 
broad lines: 

That there should be no distinction 
between men and women students. 

That R. V. C., should \^ considered as 
11 voting section eimllar to Commerce or 
Dentistry. 

That those women students not Jn " 
regular attendance with the men at McOill 
College should, in each Faculty in which 
they are registered, exercise the same pri- 
vileges as men students of such Faculty. 
This would assur<! the women of 6ne repro- 
seiitalivo on the Council at least, as well as others 
having the same polintial rights as men students, 
The difficulties of any amalgamation as pointed 
out above apply. In the opinion of the Committee 
to this «chôme. Neverthelees, the Commltleo is of 
opinion that this plan would be the best of those 
subm.ltied if any action at all wore to be tak.n. 

Finally, io repeat what was said above, tlie 
CommltUe is of opinion that our present organi- 
sation meets our needs f/ulte odef,uately that co- 
operation between the Uvo Societies should be en- 
couraged and that every individual organljMiUon 
should contlnuo to have as largo a share of Ju 
own control as is concomitant with our common 
interests.

MINORI-TY REPORT

tho Students' Society Is conccrneO, and rocogiiislns 
Ihcm In subsidiary soolctlcs. 

2. In tho majority of organizations over which 
tho Kxociillve ot llio Socloly li;i» control women 
are as iictlvoly iiitorpsleci as arp nioii. To Kopiirntc 
them from tlio porent Kucioty Is Illogical, If It be 
their expressed wish to be Joined lu it. 

3. Failures to see any advantages oooruing to 
the women from such a step, or IhcorotlcttI dlsiid- 
vanlngcK from their standpoint, nro not psrllnonl In 
this report. TIiIh Commlllce Ih working fnnii tlio 
$t.".ndnoint of the men's Society In light ot tiie 
c::preEHcd opinion of tho women's body that they 
favour the union, which they have arcndy con- 
sidered from their point of view. 

4. The advisability of keeping tlm lîxccullve 
Council limited In niimb.'^rs is untiuo.^lloned. The 
::ddltlon ot one nioro member to it.s present nine, 
however, is not serious. If this could bo done for 
tho sake of the Inclusion of a small number'ot an 
afflltatca college Into the Society, U can be clone 
for tho seven hundred students who constltuto 
tho women's body ot tho University. 

5. Tho difficulties that havo been raised In 
connection with tho control of purely women's 
societies are supcrfloial ones on!y. Xo one ques- 
tions the right of Ihe Medical or Commercial 
Societies to control their own activities. There 
would be no more ditricully In allowing tho 
R. V. C, Undergraduates' Society to control their 
own societies. 

•. Other difficulties In connection with the 
Union, nlhletlcs, and fees are such as may be 
readily adjusted, and for them adequato arrange- 
ments have already been suggested. 

1. That the present organizations are generally 
working satlsf-ictorlly is not questioned. A wide 
variety of arrangements will work provided there 
Is intelligent management of them. This consider- 
ation, however, docs not affect tho question of 
bettor arrangements. 

For tho present the average opinion on the 
campus Is not sufficiently formed to make the 
change advisable, but ho feels strongly that 
openings for further overtures should not bo 
precluded.

Parking Problems 

By Ernest Pitt 



For some years the people of Montreal Iiavc 
become accustomed to thinking that parking car.s 
was tho cause of most of the city's congestion. 
Motorists havo got used to being scolded tor it, 
and the city has had under consideration going to 
a lot of expense fixing up publicly owned parkins 
places and garages In order to relieve the conges- 
tion which Is .laid to result from street parking. 

Now one of Montreal's leading real estate 
men who is also one ot Canada's leading authori- 
ties on. garages and garage space, has com* out 
with a categoric statement that Uie omount of 
slde-of-the street parking has little oi- notliing to 
do with traffic congestion. All day parking he tells 
the world, is a deadly evil, and should bo driven 
off the streets and provided for In public squares 
and garages. Kvery other kind ot parking is ad- 
vantageous, rather than Iniurloua, In that It facil- 
itates business activities, niakes tha stores do 
brisker business wMh less incorivsnionce, and gen- 
erally encourages commercial activity. 

The cause ct trouble, says Mr. Owen N. 11. 
Owens, Is not the parking, but the lack ot east 
and west avenues. Now, Mr. Owens can liave no 
axe to grind in the matter, booause if you drive 
all parked cars off the street the big garages will 
get the benefit of their trade, yet lié says, that all 
the difference it would make to the garage trade 
does not amount to anything. 

The resJ estate-owning community In particu- 
lar cannot bo other than indebted io anyone who 
maJces a timely contribution to the dIsousBion of 
such problems; because If the public funds are 
wasted on providing, say. public garages and park- 
ing spaces over and above what is necessary, thon 
it is especially the real estate owner thB<t is going 
to suffer. 

On the other hand, if the public funds are spent 
unnecessarily on sirejt openings and wldenlnga 
that could be dispensed with, or wli|eh do not cnn- 
tnlbule anything helpful to the solution bt the prob- 
lem. It is again the property owner whose uioiioy 
is wasted. Or if driving Lho parked car tiff .-i 
shopping street works a substantial reduction In 
the property values that street, It Is the real 
estate people «gain who are the losers. U be- 
hoves the property owner, therefore, to waicli 
devslopments very closely, in regard to the solu- 
tions likely to be sought tor such dlffleultles os 
that of traffic congestion,

TAKE THEM AWAY 
The report of the recent committee 
appointed to investigate the matter of 
higher education for women is re- 
ceived by us as rare good news and 
we bcllove that Its recommendations 
ire t;i<i results of sound judjmicnt. 
That »'thcr-o Is no- sii|.port in Virginia 
. . for tliD Idea of co-cducatlon at 
;h6 UnUorKlty of Virginia In the 
chool of liberal arts" Is a statement 
)f fact which has as Its baJils '.'•to best 
nterests of the University and t'.;e 
vomon of the State alike. From the 
•export It Boom.s almoist certain that a 
eparate liberal arts college will bo 
stabllshcd for women. For plausib'e 
-easpns the committee has dofinitcly 
coommcnded . that such a collcf^e 
ihould not be placed at or riear Char- 
ottesville, but it has 8ugK»~>led no 
particular site. To tliLs feature o.t the 
•oport there is much objection, par- 
ticularly from the women of the State 
.vho wish to locate t'lc college at 
.■ ::harlottesvlIlo. Their contention, that 
the women students should be afford- 
vd tho advantages of the present fac- 
ilty of tho Univcr.sity, Us library and 
ts laboratories, seems to us tho result 
>f their lack of undersiand^g of con- 
sentions. That tho professors have al- 
• -eiMly more than they can handle; 
hat tho Ubary is already over- 
crowded and that t'.io labonatorlcs arc 
suffering in llkt ni.'iniitr, can be oa.K- 
lly demonstrattil, \vc liclicve to the 
most ardoiil .suinjortors of tills objec- 
tion. Vox from being u va,iuablc ccon- 
omlp move, wo believe tiiat tlio shar- 
ing of tho.50 faculties with a liberal 
arts college for women would bo to 
,tllo best interests of neither tjio men 
nor tlio women. We could term It iio- 
t'.iing other llian fa';io ecanorny. What 
facilities tlioro .are would be so dissi- 
pated that they would be of 
full value to none. 

Furthermore, as an .Interested 
iltlumnuji pl.the U/ilycjr«lt^ lias ported 



out, tho establishment of tho coitcgo 
near tho University would bo har^nfiil 
to tho traditions of Iho University 
oqiially with tho prosUlcnt system of 
co-cduc:itIon. It would not remove nil 
tho old evils, and would Introduce 
now and greater problems. It must bo 
remembered Ithat Chnrloltcsvlllo Is still 
In litany respects a comparatively 
small town, and tho establishment of 
a co-ordlnato college hero cannot be 
compared with tho cstablis'.iincnt of 
.-v ulnillar Inslltullon in a city aiich as 
Boston or Now Orleans. 

Wo cannot neglect to heap our con- 
demnation and censutv upon tho busi- 
ness men of CharloltesvIUo for their 
efforts to bring tho coUcgo to this 
city in order, as 11 seems, lo push 
tliclr own cnmnicrci.il Inlcrcsls. They 
shoir.il bo mindful of tlio fact that this 
is not a commercial enterprise. The 
world of culture has already been too 
much crowded out by business. The 
inoro fact that tho local Chamber of 
Commerce Is making tho inovo should 
discredit their action In tho final con- 
sideration.

"ALL THINGS TO ALL MEN" 
(Stanford Daily) 

Doa.n Max McConn of Ivohtgh Uni- 
versity recently cast another cabb.igv 
at American educational methods and 
ideals In a recent .article apiHaring In 
tho North American Uovlow. He 
claims that tho influx of students 
from every walk of llfo Into colleges 
and universities has demanded a 
shift from tlio ancient niid venerable 
academic traditions which tho in- 
stitutions of lear-ning have failed to 
make. 

Continuing his analysis of Amcri- 
c.nn unlvorsltlcis, Dean McConn claim? 
that , the ■ students have substituted 
for' the traditional subjects, extra- 
curricular activities which they pur- 
sua^ profitably and with almost com- 
plete disrcgiird for the moro formal 
training In which the faculty vainly 
nliemp'LS to Interest them. Stu lents 
have brushed aside that which they 
have found uninteresting and un- 
profitable .and have cfocted then- 
own educational ideals, have sub- 
stituted training in organization, 
management, and leadership through 
activities for the less practical train- 
ing of tho class-rooms. Such is the 
opinion of a dean. 

Student opinion on modern edu- 
cation was exprcsseu by the Stanford 
debaters in the forensic encounter 
with Hawaiian students, Wednesday 
evening. The Cardinal speakers called 
themselves "standardized, unintel- 
loctual nincompoops" and blamed the 
system of education for their pre- 
dicament 

Without a doubt there Is something 
wronç with ediicatlonal methods 
when criticism originates both from 
above and from below, but who can 
say where the responsibility lies? 
Originally a select tow who were 
capable ot so-called "highbrow" edu- 
£aUonaJ attainments w«r» the only 
college students, but with the tend- 
ency toward mass production In In- 
dustrj- there came the sam« tendency 
In education. Schools and colleges 
are swampd with numbers seeking 
not . so much an education as the ap- 
pearances of education and the 
social prestige which attaches to a 
degree. 

EventuaUy thorough technical 
schools for salesmen, executives, law- 
yers, and physicians must tome, 
leaving the select few in undisputed 
control of tlio centres ot culture.
